DOMINION CABINET. 

Date of Meeting of Parliament Not Yet 
Fised., 

Ottawa, Out., Jan. 0.— (Special.)— The 
cabinet sat for three hours this after- 
noon nnd disposed of . some business 
which had accumulated in the IVemier's 
absence. The date of meeting of par- 
liament was not discussed. 



The public meeting at tho City hull 
last night to hear the civic candidates 
express their views on things in general, 
and municipal affairs in particular, was 
exceedingly well attended, even stand- 
ing room, being nt a premium. Never- 
theless with tho exception of a few 
slight breaks the meeting was very or- 
derly and jit the sumo time good humm- 
ed. iMr. G. E. Redfora occupied the 
chair and bespoke a fair hearing for all 
speakers. 

MAYOR UAYWARD. 
Mayor Hayward, who was received 
with hearty cheers, proceeded to take 
up the question of the .Tunics Bay re- 
clamation -works and showed his oppon- 
ent's position with respect to that work. 
That gentleman had lately made a mo- 
tion to have a portion of the flats jilleil 
in by hand labor. Ho (the sj)cakev) 
had Sjpoken against the 'preamble, but 
had voted for a report on the subject by 
the engineer. This report was not 
ready yet, lint the engineer hud said 
yesterday Hbat two offers had been re- 
ceived, one from the 10. & N. at 45c. 
per cubic yard, delivered on Store 
street, and another tender from the 
tramway company, at 50o, per cubic 
yard for haulage, 15c. to load and 5c. 
on the ground, making it 70c. per cubic 
yard delivered. There were 40,000 
cubic yards to till, so that at least $28,- 

000 would be required to do what Aid. 
■McCnndleiss proposed. There were but 
$00,000 to pay for hind expropriated and 
everything else in connection with the 
work. 'Senator Miiedonnld here asked If 
it would not have boon cheaper and bet- 
ter to •have built the wall by tender? The 
Msyor stated that by experience it was 
found that day work was much cheaper 
than contract. (Cries of "Proof!") 

The (Mayor— There was the case of 

1 he removal of Point Ellice bridge. The 
offer was $1,400. (A Voice— <f4O0") 

"Mr. Losee says $400. but when Tae 
came to the point ho backed out. 
(Laughter and applause.) The bridge 
had been n moved by day labor for 
$G0O." 

As to t'lie delay on the Point Ellice 
bridge, he bud been one of those who 
worked hard to have work started. The 
Mayor Phe-n recalled the objections a 
year ago to hating the bridge built by 
ii foreign firm, and the part which the 
speaker took in this matter. The nego- 
tiations ns to getting $30,000 from the 
government towards the building of the 
bridge were then related, and the delay 
in the matter until the $30,000 was 
forthcoming was pointed out as having 
been fully justified. The calling for 
plans for th" bridge and other prelim- 
inaries in connection therewith wore 
gone into in detail, and the Mayor stat- 
ed that he hud much pleasure in stat- 
ing that by this morning everything 
would he ready, and he would be able to 
sign the contract. Mr. Sorby and others 
hud attacked the council for not having 
built a stone bridge, but the engineers 
hail esriuiKited that the cost of such a 
bridge w,.,ulil he over $200,000. 

It was no fault of the council that | 
w.uk hud not started on the Carnegie I 
library, ns the ratepayers had refused 
the sanction of u new site. Neither of 
the only two sites owned by the city 
were at nil suitable, and the Mayor had 
therefore been in favor of delaying this 
mutter until the present year so that 
money could be taken out of current rev- 
enue and a suitable one bought. 

There was n mosl scurrilous article in 
the Times referring to the Holograms at 
the opening of d!ie "nil red" cable. The 
(Mayor then gave the particulars lead- 
i«« up to the meeting. Mr. Christie 
had promised to send the cables free, 
and Mr. Jaanlesou had offered the the- 
atre gratis. On the day of the meet- 
lug, however. Mr. Christie hud mine to 
the .Mayor and said thai tin re were 
doubts us to the rallies getting through 
that day. Th?y hail found that Van- 
couver was having a similar mooting, 
nnd he did not propose, if die con I 1 le 
tit, to have Victoria behind liand. The 
messages were of congratulations, and 
as far as (he results were concerwd, 
what was the difference whether they 
went via the old or the new cubic. 'J),i| 
the citizens nt' Victoria wish that be- 
cnuse the new wire was nut yet 0]hmi 
that their messages to such old friends 
as Admiral Beaumont and others ia 
Australia should have second place be- 
cause of a few paltry dollars? The bill 
had come in in the usual way and th-i 
requisition had been signed by Aid. Mc- 
Caiidlesu. 

With reference to the Indian reserve, 
Aid. McCnndless had not treated the 
.Mayor right in u statement by the for- 
mer. As there was likely to be diffi- 
culty in engineering the matter through, 
the advice had been given not to alarm 
.members in the upper portion of the 
country by making it seem that A ie- 
toria was getting- too much. The Mayor 
then read extracts from his own draft 
report and that made by Aid. McCnnd- 
less, which Wife practically identical. 

Mr. iSorby arose in the audience aniP 
wanted to know wdiat hud been done 
with the petition as to the stone 
bridge V 

The 'Mayor replied that it had not 
been acted on as was the case with, 
many similar petitions. 

Mr. Sorby exclaimed that this was 
evading the question and amid much 
laughter and cheers tried to explain 
that, the cost of the stone bridge would 
have been less than $130,000. 

The Mayor— "Yes, and Mr, Topp said 
it would full down." (Laughter and 
jeers.) 

Mr. Sorby— 'Ch, fall down, fiddle 
sticks." (Renewed laughter.) 

Mr. Tjosec claimed a hearing, and 
said thnt a deliberate falsehood had 
been stated as to his tender, and then 
went into the matter, amid much howl- 
ing and laughter. iFinully the chair- 
man put it to the meeting as to wheth- 
er Mr. I,oseo should be heard, and the 
mooting; yelled "No." Air.

■Aid. iMcCaudless was the next speak- 
er. Upon, three other occasions Mr. 
"McOandlees said that he 'had appealed 
to the citizens for their favor nnd had 
been returned. He now aspired to the 



position of the Chief Magistracy of the 
city. As tu his policy he did nut pru- 
pose any radical changes', but would try 
to continue the improvements along tho 
lines as already laid down. The Indian 
reserve question was Hearing a settle- 
ment, and tho speaker again recounted 
the steps which he nnd other members 
of the committee had taken in this con- 
nection, as has already appeared in 
these columns. Air. AleCandless then 
read from a report drawn tip by him- 
self and also from one as drawn up by 
the Mayor.

rary at .rumes Buy. The citizens should 
have the say as to where it should bo 
Imilt. Next year a lot could be bought 
o'lt of general revenue. Mr. McCnncF 
less here recounted the particulars of 
lite sewer hum recently passed, and of 
his connection therewith. Next the sub- 
ject of street paving was treated of. 
The agricultural shows, and the cost of 
them was given, and the statement of- 
fered that a public meeting should have 
been called ns soon ns it was found 
that the funds were short. No state- 
ment had yet boon published of the af- 
fairs of the agricultural show, although 
it was now over three months since the 
show had been held. This was not as 
it should be, and had he not been a 
candidate for the Mayoralty he would 
have called a public meeting to look into 
the matter. Mayor Hayward wanted to 
be re-elected because he said he wished 
to finish soiue of the works which he 
now had in hand. If there was not 
an alderman at the board lit to take the 
position of Mayor then it might be ad- 
mitted that Air. Hayward had a claim 
to the ollice. 

Air. 'AleCandless then took up the 
subject of the eight hour law. He had 
been challenged as to his stand on this 
subject, but he had offered $1<iO for 
the proof of what had been charged 
against him. 

Senator Maedonnld drew attention to 
the proposed purchase of the Victorian 
as n ferry and wished to know what 
Mr. AleCandless thought of It? 

Air. (AleCandless said that he was 
Utterly opposed to the paying of nay 
money unless the terms of the bylaw 
were carried out. 

Rev. E. S. Rowe wanted to say a few- 
words as to the enforcement of the laws 
now on the statute books with regard 
to vice and disorderly houses. lie had 
waited to hear if either candidate for 
tho .Mayoralty would have anything to 
say in this connection. He asked 
Mayor Hayward and Aid. AleCandless 
to answer. 

The latter said if elected he would 
enforce as far as possible nil laws on 
tho statute books. There were some 
things that they could not suppress and 
there were other things that could be 
regulated. 

Air. McGregor wished to know if Air. 
McCandlcss would suppress gambling 
and lower Chatham street'.' 

Air. AleCandless answered that gamb- 
ling could be suppressed, but there 
were other tilings which could only be 
regulated. 

Mayor Hayward then took the stand 
and stated in answer to the question 
by 'Air. Rowe, that he had had an in- 
terview with Rev. Air. Rowe some time 
ago. The speaker had asked Rev. Air. 
Rowe: "If you were in my position 
would you eradicate the social evil," and 
he had answered : "No. I am not a Utop- 
ian." Mr. Rowe hud then suggested 
that something might be done to amel- 
iorate the conditions, lie stated thai 
he ha.! been through Chatham street 
to investigate, and lie thought that 
screens on the windows might lie in- 
sisted on. and the people should wear 
more clothes. The .Mayor had agreed 
with Air. Rowe, mid lie understood that 
the police had curried out these ideas. 
In this interview Rev. Air. Rowe had 
stated that he did nor hold the Mayor 
responsible for what he considered the 
awful state of u portion of the city. 

.Mr. Beekwith asked the Mayor if he 
would, should ho lie re-elected, enforce 
the laws as they now existed'.' 

.Mayor Hayward stated that he 
would do til" utmost in his power to 
have the laws carried out.

on the part of the masses of the people, 
as shown by the colossal surplus of 
exports over imports, caused an unex- 
ampled demand for all articles of manu- 
facture. This led in ite turn to the 
necessity of enlarging and replacing the 
manufacturing plant of the United 
States. This caused a great increase in 
the demand for structural materials of 
all kinds and great activity in the lum- 
bering and mining industries resulted. 
There wis naturally a favorable reac- 
tion on general demand from those em- 
ployed in these trades. This action and 
reaction could not under any circum- 
stances go on for ever, unless we could 
imagine an inexhaustible world market 
ever ready to buy at constantly enhanc- 
ed prices, u thing which does not exist. 
That a turn in the tide was inevitable 
became clear from the moment that the 
United States fond its market in such 
commodities na copper, corn, wheat -and 
cotton restricted by their large cost of 
production in the United States. Pro- 
motion in excess of the home demand 
could not possibly be avoided, and the 
remedy of restricting production by 
means of trusts, coupled with a con- 
tinued enhancement of prices in the 
United States as compared with the 
rest of the world, was worse, in its ulti- 
mate effects, than no remedy at all. 
Costs of production in the United States 
were bound to rise, and have risen with 
the general level of prices there. While 
world prices continued to fall till 
was beyond the power of any tariff to 
check imports. This process coupled 
with extensive borrowing in Europe to 
maintain the values of Stock Kxchan 
trust securities has brought about a 
condition of affairs frankly and unmis- 
takably critical. Our idea about 1903 
is that, it" a very severe crisis is to be 
averted, the United States will have 
to be nursed all the way through tin- 
year by the European money market, 
and that if the European money market 
is unable to bold up the United States, 
a crisis of the most exaggerated kind 
must ensue. We are aware that the 
market in the United States has reacted 
favorably since the relief pool of $50,- 
000,000 was formed. But a relief pool 
does not go to the root of the matter 
and we consider anyone who would buy 
American industrial or railway stocks 
under present conditions in the hope of 
iv rise, as a person whom Providence, 
for some inscrutable reason, has tem- 
porarily bereft of sanity. The answer 
to the third question propounded by 
the Post, namely that fixed capital has 
been created in the United States in ex- 
cess of its resources, and that none is 
available for fresh enterprise, is unani- 
mously in the allirmative. This does 
not, however, affect enterprise in the 
shape of Western development to any 
large extent. After an industrial boom 
the Hirst capital released always seeks 
new fields because manufacturing con- 
cerns are no longer profitable invest- 
ments. So that the West can view the 
whole matter with a certain amount of 
equanimity provided a panic sufficiently 
great to shake the foundations of so- 
ciety is averted, as we think it will be.

ACHILLES EN ROUTE. 

'irst of Ocean Steamship Co.'s 
Sails From Liverpool. 



The British steamer Achilles, flrnt of 
the big Ocean Steam Ship Co.'s liners, 
running in conjunction with the China 
Mutual fleet, to come to Victoria, leaves 
'Liverpool today with general cargo for 
Victoria, and Tncoma, as well as the 
many ports of call en route around the 
world to this port via the Suez canal, 
the Straits Settlements and China aud 
Japan. The Achilles, which is one of 
the three dozen liners of the Ocenn 
Steam Ship company, all named after 
the mythical heroes of old Greece, is a 
■line freight carrier of 7,043 tons gross, 
and about a thousand tons larger than 
any of the China Mutual liners which 
have yet- visited this) port, although there 
tire some of the vessels Hying the China 
Mutual (lag now en route, which will 
arrive before her of much larger capac- 
ity, tint Ning Chow which i« to leave 
Yokohama for Victoria in a few days 
being a vessel of 0,100 tons. 

This week circulars for UK)3 were re- 
ceived from Liverpool announcing the 
joint, service by the Ocean Steamship 
Co., ILtd., which is the "Blue 'Funnel" 
line, and the China Mutual Steam Na- 
vigation Co.. Ltd.. between "(llasgow 
and 'Liverpool anil Taconia," currying 
cargo on through bills of lading to Vic- 
toria, Vancouver, Seattle. Portland, 
San Krancisco and other Pacific Coast 
points, steamers leaving Liverpool every 
2S days. 

The circular further announces the 
list of sailing dales "from Tncoma and 
Victoria, each 28 days, for Yokohama, 
Kobe, Hongkong. Liverpool and Glas- 
gow, carrying cargo on through bills 
of lading for all ports in Japan, China, 
Manila, Singapore, Petiang, Colombo, 
Western Australian and European 
ports." 

The total licet of the ocean steamers 
operated jointly bv these two companies 
numbers in all -10 steamers. Of these 
three are over 0,000 Ions gross register, 
eleven are over 7.000, and the balance 
of Ihe licet range from 3,000 to 7.000 
tons. The China Mutual licet includes 
i:i steamers, three of which, the Ping 
Chow, Keemttn and On 11 fa are 0,100 
tons gross. The Moviine will be the 
next outbound steamer of this line, sail- 
ing for Liverpool via ports 011 Thursday 
pest. 

Steamer Olenogle sailed yesterday for 
Kobe and Oriental ports with a cargo 
valued at .$102,000; on her last voyage 
under the Northern Pacific Hag, for on 
arrival at Hongkong her charter expires 
1 she reverts back to her owners, Mc- 
Gregor, Gow & Co.. owners of tho Glen 
lino of stenmers, many of which havo 
been here in past years. She did not 
call here. The release of the Glenogle 
lavcfl the Northern Pacific without a 
chartered steamer in operation. One by 
one the well known licet, which includ- 
ed the Fnergin, Goodwin, Braemar, 
Oueen Adelaide, Clnveriug, iDuke of 
Fife and Glenogle, have been released 
as their charters expired, leaving now 
only the Tacomn, Olympin and Victoria 
of the old line, and these latter three 
are owned by the Northern Pacific. 



Tho council of the Board of Trade 
held its regular monthly meeting in the 
Board of Trade rooms yesterday morn- 
ing tit 11 o'clock. It is noticeable that 
the Board of Trade . meetings uro latter- 
ly being much belter attended by the 
members than was the case heretofore; 
and as they are invariably opened sharp 
on timo by President L. G. McQuude, 
110 time is lost in getting down to busi- 
ness. 

There were present at yesterday s 
meeting of the council 1L. G. McQuade, 
in tho chair; S. J. Pitts, Simon Leiser, 
T. W. Puterson, Capt. J. G. Cox, D. R. 
Ker, J. A. Muni, C. H, Lugrin, J. H. 
Thomson and Lindley Crease. 

A letter was read from President 
Graves of the White J'ass & Yukon 
railway. Secretary Elworthy re- 
ported that acting under instruc- 
tions from the president of tho 
board he had written Mr. Graves, 
who was in the Old Country/ 
stilting that the board had noticed that 
the company contemplated closing its 
Seattle olllce and removing to Victoria 
or Vancouver. He had pointed out the 
advantages of Victoria as a location 
for the olllce of the company and Mr. 
Graves bad replied that the matter had 
been referred to Mr. New-ill. The sec- 
retary was now in a position to inform 
the board that, the White Puss & Yu- 
kon Railwav company bad opened otllces 
in the Board of Trade building on .Janu- 
ary 1st hist. 

Richard Taylor, secretary of the 
'Longshoremen's union, wrote nukiug 
the board to use its good otllces in se- 
curing an amicable settlement of the 
differences which had arisen between 
the union and Mr, Alex. McDermott re- 
garding the scale of wages paid 'long- 
shoremen. The council considered this 
an important matter affecting materially 
the interests of the port, a committee 
consisting of Capt. Cox. S. J. Pitts and 
the president, Mr. McQuade, was ap- 
pointed to carry out; if possible, tho 
object sought. 

A communication was read from t be 
Nelson Board of Trade endorsing the 
attitude of tho silver-lead mine owners, 
which was recently held at Kaslo. also 
a copy of the proceedings of the meet- 
ing The matter was considered at some 
length and finally the secretary was au- 
thorized to wire the delegation now at 
Ottawa that the board heartily approves 
of the action which had been taken by 
the silver-lend mine owners of Koo- 
tenny. , , „ 

The secretary presented n prospectus 
of tho British ' and Colonial Industrial 
Exhibition, which is to be held 111 South 
Africa during November December, 
January and February, 100J-4. Ihe 
prospectus was ordered placed on hie 
in the library, whore it may be seen by 
anvone interested.

Kir,— The rapid development of the Nort.h- 
west with Its enormous Increase In the 
production of grnln has 'made the const ruc- 
tlon of a new Pnclflc railway -necessary to 
iclleve tie 'traffic congcsltlon and to tfarll- 
Hute the opening up and settling of Una* 
part of Uie Dominion. In response to this 
need the Grand Trunk railway lis [proposing 
Ho build a line nnd is asking for government 
aid In the shape of money or 'lands.. We 
most emphatically protest ntgnlnst wrantllnir 
any ifurtlier aid. to private eorporations for 
any such purpose, and urge the government 
to construct uho road -as a national work.

G. Ahlerson, a Pioneer, Passes Away— 
The Late 'David B. Reid. 

0. Alderson, an old resident of Vic- 
toria, died on Thursday afternoon at 
his residence on Cook street, at the ago 
nf 78 years. Deceased was a native of 
Durham, England. His surviving rela- 
tives are a nephew and niece. The 
funeral will take place this afternoon at 
2 o'clock. 



On Wednesday evening one of the 
oldest pioneers in the province, 'David 
B. Reid, of North Saanich, passed away 
ii t l.is home at the age of SI years. The 
deceased was n native of Strathardle, 
Scotland, where he was born in the 
year. 1821. At tho ago of 40. ho left 
Scotland for this country, sailing by 
the way of- Cape 'Horn, and landed in 
Victoria, or what was then known as 
Fort Victoria, in the year. 1802. After 
«n»'o verv thrilling experiences, which 
■wero very common upon tho trip from 
the Old Country by way of the Horn, 
in the slow sailing craft of the early 
days. A few of the passengers who 
came with the deceased upon the same 
vessel are still residents and pioneers 
of Victoria, and delight in relating the 
little incidents which occurred on the 
trip. The deceased has resided in 
North Saanich during the .past -10 years, 
nnd was one of the first settlers to open 
up tho district when tho Hudson's Bny 
company retained a trading post in the 
vicinity. 

Ho lived quietly, liei-ng of a reserved 
disposition, but had always a kind and 
welcome word for those with whom he 
became acquainted, and ninny little in- 
cidents are remembered in connection 
with the deceased, particularly his de- 
sire at all times to repay in some man- 
ner any little net of kindness done him.

This is the only 
camp in the ShiiilUaliueen that as yet can 
boastt a highly developed mine, with 
modern o<iujj)meiit. The dillleult.ies of 
transportation and other drawbacks' of it 
new country that prevelW the man of 
mod'cnito means from developing his 
properly, were iwwerless to hinder the 
enterprise of the owners of the Nickel 
Plaice mine, ami the fnit3i in their proper- 
ty that prompted tlumi to make expen- 
ditures aggregating several hnuurad 
thousnnds of dollars, has been amply re- 
warded by the opening tip of large bod- 
ies of high grade gold ore.

Has Been Purchased by Victoria 
Terminal Company For 
a Ferry. 



Will Be Towed From Tacoma 
to This City by Sound 
T ug, 



The steamer Victorian hn s been pur- 
chased by the Victoria Terminal Rail- 
way Ferry Company for tihe ferry Bex- 
vice between Sydney (Mid Liverpool, on 
the Fnaecr river, whence a lino is to be 
laid through the Delta district with the 
ultimate object of connecting with the 
Greta Northern railway system. The 
deal has been closed at Tiiconin, and th* 
Victorian" -will be towed to this city to- 
day, and uaoorcd at Sprurt's wharf, in 
the upper iharbor, by one o£ the Sound 
tugs. '-The price paid for the Victorian 
is; not definitely stated, although it was 
reported from Tacoma— as muted yes- 
terday—that the cotnpany paid $45,000 
for tiro steamer. The news of the pur- 
chase of the Victorian was given to the 
public in Thursday's Colonist, and since 
then has caused considerable interest. 
It was tho intention of the Victoria 
Terminal Railway & Forry Company to 
secure the barge Washington of Port- 
land — a deal having been in progress 
for that purpose, which has rot yet be n 
dosed as far as those interested in the 
matter in this city are aware — and tlie 
Victorian's powerful machinery was to 
be placed in tihe big barge, which is ISO 
feet long and capable of carrying at 
least ten cars. Messrs. Hendry, Woods, 
Fell and MeGuire, the president, vice- 
president, solicitor and engineer of the 
company, respectively, who formed the 
party which went to Tacoma to buy tho 
Victorian, did not return from the

t'apt. Andrew L.' -Hall, commander of 
the well known steamship Queen, ply- 
ing between this city, and San Fran- 
cisco, is to quit tlie Pacific Coast 
Steamship company after a service Of 
nearly 20 years. He may bring the 
Queen, which arrived in San Francisco 
Wednesday, back to this port and Seat- 
tle, but that will be his last run. Capt. 
Hall is coming ashore in Seattle, it is 
said, either to enter tlie employ of a 
corporation or to engage in business, 
presumably tlie former.

She was operated 
by ithc Pacific Coast company on tlie 
Alaskan route, and for a year has been 
tied up at Tacoma. 'She' was- built at 
Portland for Clio Oregon Railway & 
■Navigation Company, in 1891, by Capt.
